Subject : Export Policy of Sesame Seeds during April 1983— 
March 1984. 

F. No. 38(20)/83-EJI-—Attention is invited to S. No. 23(iii) 
of .Policy Statement on page 15 of the ImpOLt Export Policy 
Book 1983-84 CVol. II) according to which export of Sesame 
Seeds is canalised through the National Agricultural Co¬ 
operative Maiketing Federation of India Ltd. (NAFEDt. 

2. It has been decided that within the overall canalisation 
policy for export of Sesame Seeds through NAFED, pro ate 
patties and others will also be allowed to export Sesame 
Seeds during 1983-84 as associates of NAFED in their own 
name within the specified quantity car-marked for them. The 
export by private parties will be allowed as pc" following 
conditions :— 

(i) Export will be allowed on first-come, first-served 
basis against the contract! backed by 100 per cent 
irrevocable Letter ot Credit, to be legislered with 


NAFED, Applications received by NAFED on any 
particular day will have the same priority and allo¬ 
cation will be made on pro rata basis subject to 
availability of ceiling. 

0i) The service charges to be levied by NAFED would 
be 1/2 per cent (hnlf-a-per cent) of the f.o.b. value. 

(in) After the quota has -been allocated to private parties 
by NAFED export will be permitted by the port 
licensing authorties by making endorsement on ship¬ 
ping bills. 

(iv) No further conditions would be imposed by NAFFD 
while issuing authorisation for expoit of Sesame 
Seeds to private parties. 

tv) As soon as the quantity earmarked for private trade 
is exhausted, the NAFED would stop registration 
of contracts/issuing fmlher authoiisatlon. 

(vi) '1 he NAFED will start receiving application 15 days 
after tho date of issue of th.s Public Notice. 

3. The NAFED will monitor the ceiling and ensure that 
export of Sesame Steeds does not exceed the quantity ear¬ 
marked for export by private parties and the NAFED res¬ 
pectively during 1983-84. 

4. The NAFED will send a monthly Statement showing tho 
quantity allowed for shipment, name of the exporter, value 
and destination to the Department of Commerce (EP AGRI- 
III) Section with a copy t’o the Director of Statistics of this 
office.
